AiiPENA, Oct. 25—In a dense fog, 
which shut out lights and landscapes, 
the steamer Tusearora of the Lehigh 
Valley line, ran 
hard aground on 
Thunder Bay island Sunday morning. 
Her signals of distress at once brought 
the Thunder Bay 
life-savers, 
com­ 
manded by Capt. Parsons,to her rescue, 
and by dint of hard work the steamer 
was iinally released last evening. 


The Tusearora was on her regular 
run from Buffalo to Chicago, and as 
near as can be ascertained her cargo 
consisted of about 2,500 tons of gen­ 
eral merchandise, much of it being 
cement and sugar. 


C h ic a g o , Oct. 25.—The steam barge 
S. S. Curry partly wrecked the Lake 
street bridge yesterday afternoon. The 
boat was outward bound loaded with 
grain from the south branch elevators, 
and was towed by two tugs.

G a r r i s o n ’s, N. Y., Oct. 25—A dis­ 
astrous railroad accident occurred on 
the New York Central & Hudson River 
railroad, a short distance below Garri­ 
son’s station, early Sunday morning. 
The train was the State express, due 
in New York at 7:30 o’clock, and was 
made up of engine No. 872, a combina­ 
tion baggageand express car, a smoker, 
two ordinary passenger coaches and 
four sleepers, in charge of Conductor 
Parish. 


The train left Albany at 3:15 o’clock, 
on time, and was going at a good rate 
of speed when it passed Garrison’s. It 
was a mile and a half below here when 
the accident occurred. 
Conductor 
Parish says the track seemed to fall out 
from under the train, the train seemed 
to shoot into the air, and the next min­ 
utait appeared to fall iüto the river. 
Into the slimy wutcrsof the Hudson the 
cars plunged, dragging through the 
waters the helpless passengers. There 
was nothing to presage the terrible ac­ 
cident wicb so suddenl^v deprived so 
manv humun beings of life. 


Two fursonly were left on the track. 
The engine did not stop until it lay 
submerged tlfty feet below the surface. 
The 
two 
forward 
cars 
followed 
and 
were 
piled 
U|K>n the engine. 
Tne smoker and two following or­ 
dinary cars broke from the train and 
run sòme distance along the bank and 
then into the water. Two of the sleep­ 
ing cars ran into the river, but for­ 
tunately were left only partly under 
water, the windows toward the shore 
being left above the surface. 


Neither engineer nor fireman will 
ever tell the story of that terrible 
moment for, with his hand upon the 
throttle, the engineer plunged with 
his engine to the river bottom, and the 
lireman, too, was at his post. 
Behind 
came the express car, the T’ombination 
car and the sleepers, and these piled on 
top of the engine. 


it is known that it was a trilie foggy 
and that the track was not visible, but 
f there was any break in the lines of 
steel it must of been of very recent hap­ 
pening, for only an hour before there 
hud passed over it a heavy passenger 
train laden with human freight. 


The section of road was supposed to 
3e the very best on the entire division. 
Ttìere was a great heavy retaining wall 
all along the bank, and, while the tide 
was high yesterday, it was not unpre­ 
cedented. 
What seems to have hap­ 
pened was that underneath the tracks 
and ties the heavy w'all hud given way 
and when the great weight of the en­ 
gine struck the unsupported tracks it 
went crashing through the rest of the 
wall and top )led over into the river 
As the train plunged over the em­ 
bankment the coupling that held the 
last two of the six ‘sleepers broke and 
thev miraculously remained on the 
broken track. In this way some sixty 
lives were saved. 


Of the eye witnesses there were none 
except the crew of a tugboat passing 
with a tow. They saw the train with 
its light as it came flashing about the 
curves, and then saw the greater part 
of it go into the river. Some of the 
cars with closed windows floated and 
the tug, whistling for help, cast off its 
hawser and started to the rescue.

frank Guibert Tells a Discouraging 


Story ot Western Hard­ 


ships. 


ADVISES AGAINST GOING THERE 


S a y s There Are lOO Men to Every 


Job and the Cheap Land is 


Dear at Any Price. 


Frank Guibert, living at 132 Uoss 
'Street, returned yesterday 
morning 
from a two weeks’ journey through the 
west. 
Mr. Guibert is a machinist and 
engineer and 
was induced to look 
through the west by the gaudy rcpre- 
eentations of the railroads that the 
west was the mecca for the laboring 
man, for the farmer and for men of all 
vocations. 


Mr. Guibert has traveled through 
Colorado, Wyoming, Kansas, Idaho, 
Oregon, the Dakotas and Iowa, and 
he declares that in none of these states 
did he find a place where the laboring 
manor'^the farmer has better oppor­ 
tunities than are otTcrcd in Michigan. 
He saw the cheap farms advertised so 
glowingly by the western railway com­ 
panies and found them to be pine and 
swamplands, fallow and unproductive. 
He visited Butte. Portland and Den­ 
ver where jobs for the asking were 
advertised, and found from r>0 to 100 
. men for every position. 


At Butte there is lots of business, but 
there are hundred.^ of iille men, men 
who like Mr. Guibert had been induced 
by the guilded promises of the trans­ 
portation companies to seek the false 
meeca. Mr. Butte applied for a posi­ 
tion in a Butte machine shop. 
The 
manager took him into the shop and 
there pointed out numerous idle ma­ 
chines, the operators of which had 
been discharged because of no work, 
and were wailing for the shops to re­ 
sume operations. This same condition 
was conspicuous everywhere. Common 
laborers at Butte received 
to $4.50 
per day, but they paid from ^l'* to •'i“50 
per month for house rent. 
“A n. in 
working in Benton Harbor at $'• per 
week will save more money aii'i live 
better than a man rec<iivin;j 
in 


Butte,” said Mr. liuihert. 


The cheap land, rej»resented for sale 
at 12.50 per acre, is vuhieless for farm.s. 
It lies in benighted 
regions where 
school advantages cannot, be had, and 
except for grazing ir* of no value. Den­ 
ver, Mr. (Juibert says, is a bu»y place, 
but like all the oilier western cities so 
extensively boomed by the railroads, is 
full of idle men. 
At Helena, Montana, 
half, of the dwelling houses are en.ply 
and business is paraly/ed. 
Land ihut 
is at all available costs from 
to YUK) 
per acre. 
The silver mint!.] are mosily shut 
down, which westerners explain. i.-f the 
result of the defeat of free silver, and 
hundreds of idle miners throng the 
cities, makinc life intolerable for re­ 
spectable people. 
The fact that Butte 
is a healthy place-is denied by Ouibert. 
He says the smoke from the ^mellers 
settle over the city in an impenetrable 
cloud and everybody is »-oughing con­ 
tinually. 
The farm residences are merely huts, 
there are no schools in many sections, 
and the general condition of the coun­ 
try is discouraging to a person wiio has 
enjoyed the advantages of Michigan. 


Persons contemplating moving west 
will do a wise thing to see Mr. GuiU rt 
before arriving at.a decision.

But there are Just aa many fidsehoods 
before the counter as there arc behind the 
counter. A customer comes In ond asks, 
“How much is this ortlcle?” “ It Is |6 .” 
“lean get that for f 4 somewhere else.” 
Can he got It for |4 somewhere else or did 
he say that just for the purpose of getting 
it cheap by depreciating the value of the 
goods? If ao, he lieil. There are Just as 
many falsehoods before the counter aa 
there are behind the counter. 


A man unrolla upon the counter a bale 
of handkerchiefs. The customer says, 
“Are these all silk?” “Yc«.“ “ No cot­ 
ton in them?“ “No cotton In them.’* Are 
those handkerchiefs all silk? Then the 
merchant told the truth. Is there any cot­ 
ton in themf Then he lied. Moreover, 
he defrauds himself, for this customer 
coming In will after awhile find out that 
he has been defrauded, and the next time 
he comes to town and goes shopping he 
will look up at that sign and say, “No, I 
won’t go there; that's the place w’here I 
got those handkerchiefs. ” Firsts the mer­ 
chant insulted Cîod, and, secondly, he 
picked his own pocket. 


Who would take the responsibility of 
saying how many falsehoods were yester­ 
day told by liartlware men, and clothiers, 
am! lumbermen, and toúicconlst«, and 
icwelers, and Importers, and shippers, and 
dealers in furniture, and dealers In coal, 
and dealers In groceries?

The vast nuijority 
of them are, s»> far as I know them, men 
w’hosiH'ak the truth, and they arc upright, 
and many of them are ftircmosi in gi*eat 
philantliroples and in ehui-ches, V»ut that 
tlicy all do not b«‘long to that class every 
one knows. In times when there is a grnit 
demand f»>r labtir it is not .‘it» easy f<ir sucli 
nun t<» keep their obligations, because they 
may miscalculatt* in rcgarti to the weather 
c»r they njay not I h * ablo to get the help 
they aniicipatcii in their enterprise. I am 
s]H‘aking now of tho.'^c who promise to do 
that which they know they will not be 
able to do.

1 was reading of a lady

Tlicre was a knock at her duor, and 
sho sent wtjrtl down, “ N otât ht»me. “ That 
night her husband said to her, “ Mrs. So- 
and-so is dead.’’ 
“ Is it pti.ssible!” she 
said. “ Ws, and she dietl in great anguish 
of mind.

Social lifo is struck through with insin­ 
cerity. 
They apologize for the fact that 
tlio furnace is out; they have not had any 
/Ire in it all winter. 
They apoltjgize for 
Iho fare on their table; they ntner live 
any Ijetter. 
They tlecry their lutjst lux­ 
uriant entertainment to win a shower of 
approval from you. 
They point at a pic­ 
ture on the wall as a work of one of the 
old masters. They say it is an heirloom in 
the fanuly. 
I t hung t)n the wall of a cas­ 
tle. 
A duke gave ir to their grandfather! 
Pci)ple that will lie about nothing else will 
lie aix)ut a picture. On small income we 
want tho world to belitive we aro ailiuent, 
and socitay today is struck thmugh with 
cheat and counterfeit and sham, llow^ 
few j)eople are natural! 
Frigidity sails 
around, Iceberg grinding against li%>berg. 
You nutst not laugh outright. 
That is 
vulgar. You must smile. 
You must not 
dash quickly across the room. 
That is 
vulgar. 
You must glide. Much of socie­ 
ty U à round o( bows and grins and grl- 
nioeea and oh's and ah’s and he, he, he’s 
and simperings and namby pambyism. a 
whole world of which is not worth one 
good honeat round of laughter. 
From 
anch a ho^ow scene thé tortured guest re- 
tiiw at the oloae of the evening, aaaurlng 


thatOod made abma men in il ta 
tlmn. A Calvlnlat heUerea no aiiBh tiÜÜBf 
It la hardly worth your while toaak a 
Pado-Baptlat what a Baptlat beUevea. He 
will tell you a Baptlat hellevea that Im- 
meralon la naoioaary for aalvatlon. A Bap> 
tiat doea not believe any auch thing. It 
la hardly worth your while to aak a mán 
who very much hatea Preatq^rlana what 
a Preabytorian beliovea. He will tell you 
that a Presbyterian beliovea that thoe are 
Infante in hell a apan long, and that veiy 
phraseology has come down flrom genera­ 
tion to generation in tho Christian diuroh. 
There never waa a Preabyterlan who be­ 
lieved that “Oh," you say, “ 1 beard

gospel crltic4il and denunciatory and full 
of misrepresentation and falsification, giv­ 
ing the Impression to the outside world 
that they do not like the corn because It is 
not ground in their mill. Oh, my friends, 
let us In oil departments of life stand back 
^ m deception. 


But some one says, “ The deception that 
I practice is so small that It doesn 't amount 
to anything.” Ah, my friends, It docs 
aiuoimt to tt great deal. You say, “When 
I deceive, it is only about a case of needles 
or a box of buttons or a row of pins.”

snrfaioe. Tinsel fabrics are made about 
three-fourths of a yard in width, and 
th ^ soil at 75 cents to |3 .50 a yard. 
They come in various colors, and many 
of them are boautifnl and artistic in do* 
sign. Some are oopies of old Venotian 
tapestries Tinsel fabrics are nsed for 
ohnroh and for theatrical purposes and 
sometimes for gowns and for decorative 
purposes. 


The costlier fabrics, with interwoven 
metal threads, are called gold and sil­ 
ver brocades. In these tlie gold threads 
are of silver, gold plated, and the silver 
threads are of pure silver; the body of 
the fabric isof silk. The brocades are all 
beautiful, and many of them are ex­ 
ceedingly so. These fabrics are mode 
about five-eighths of a yard in width, 
and they sell at various prices up to $25 
and sometimes as high as |50 a yturd. 
The eostliest of these fabrics are very 
rarely imported into this country, bro­ 
cades at |10 and $12 a yard being about 
the highest priced used hero. If more 
elaborate fabrics are required, they are 
usually imported to order. The finer 
fabrics, with metal tiireuds, are made 
in France, the commoner kinds in Ger­ 
many. 


Gold and silver brocades are here 
usetl almost exclusively for church pur­ 
poses and chiefly for vestments. They 
are imported in red, violet and greeu 
and also in black with silver threads, 
the black and silviir being for mourning. 
Gold and silver brocades are also used 
to a limited extent tor decorative pur­ 
poses. 


Such fabrics and gold embroidery, 
often of the eostliest dus<^ription, are far 
more commonly u.sed in Europe than 
here, both for church and for military 
purpose«.—Ni*w York Sun.

f Early in onT term we promoted a pA- 
trolman to tho grade of fonndaman for 
activity In oatchiug a bnrglar under 
rather peculiar circnmstanoes. 1 hap­ 
pened to note his getting a burglar one 
week. Apparently he had fallen into 
the habit, for he got another tbe next 
week. In the latter case the bnrglar es* 
caped from tho house soon after mid­ 
night and ran away toward Park ave­ 
nue, with tbe policeman in hot chase. 
Tho New York Central railroad runs 
under Park avenue, and there is a 
succession of openings in the top of the 
tunnel. Finding that the policeman 
was gaining on him, the bnrglar took a 
desperate chance and leaped down one 
of Uiese openings at the risk of break­ 
ing his neck. Now the burglar waa 
running for his liberty, and it was the 
part of wisdom for him to imperil life 
or limb, but the policeman ¥ras merely 
doing his duty, and nobody oonld have 
blamed him for not taking the jnmp^ 
However, he Jumped, and in thla par­ 
ticular case the hand of the Lord w a s 
heavy upon the unrighteons. The bur­ 
glar had the breath knocked out of him, 
and the **oop’* didn’t. When hisviotim 
oould walk, the ofllcer trotted him 
around to the station house, and a week 
afterward he himself was promoted, it 
appearing upon careful investigation 
that he was sober, trustworthy and 
strictly attentive to liis duty. 


Here again it soeins to mo that we 
followed the eminoutly common sense 
plan of promoting a man who had earn­ 
ed his promotion by faithful and dis­ 
tinguished service and by proved supe­ 
rior capacity. We cared no more for 
tho policeman’s views on the tariff or 
the currency than we did for those of 
the burglar. Our interest and tho inter­ 
est of citizcns generally was to have the 
officer catch that burglar and otherwise 
do his duty. If ho did his duty, we 
were for him ; if ho did not, vre were 
agaiuBt him. 
In neither event did we 
care w’hether tho oiTicer had or had not 
the backing of tho congressional delega­ 
tion of the city or the central committee 
of the county. Of course, its b<;fore, this 
exposed us to wild outcries from the 
local political boHscs and heelers and 
much sneering at “ civil service reform, ” 
but all the outcries and sneers meant 
was that we wero doing our duty as de­ 
cent men and as public oflloiuls, with 
some slight appreciation of what was 
implied by the words iionor and up­ 
rightness. Political organizations are 
eminently necessary and useful, but 
when they aro seized by professional 
spoils politicians of low morality, who 
run the “ machine” in their own inter­ 
ests, who clamor against honesty and 
defy decency and rail against that do 
vice for obtaining clean government 
which is knoNvn as civil service reform, 
then it is time for all citizens who 
believe in good citizenship to rise in re 
volt.
